The out on Hock-Island, it is considered, will 
also demoralize business to points on the Bur- 
lington and Mississippi river points above and 
below Bock Island. If Council Bluffs rates 
are cnt, as is considered likely, it will bo im- 
possible to maintain Kansas City rates, and the 
bottom will drop out of the entire business 
west of Chicago. 
Mr. Cable, of the Bock Island, was in his

last night, and learned that yesterday after- 
noon tho Northwestern contemplated itself en- 
tering into tho light against tho Hock Maud.

Ho had

riety, dramatic mystery, tho appearance of 
being behind profound politics, 
tho credit 


with groundlings of having raised great men, 
and his financial independence. Yet ho was a 
"has boon," and something of a Barnum. Ho 
died like many inflated kings, with an idea 
that ho would make a groat gap. I recognize 
tho gap, but it is an aot of somnolence, like 
that of -having been visited by Old Parr, 150 
years ago, or some sonilo oddity whoso remin- 
iscences were more abundant than refining. 
Tho man's name always suggested his nature 
to mo — a rank weed, with au aristocratic bo- 
tanical suflix. 
Let no youug man of those 


candid times seek an example iu tho poor, old 
country Mottornich, who now ia a piece of clay, 
remanded to his creator. 


Wood waa a Yankee of Connecticut stock, 


born, liko Rip Van Winkle, under tho shadow 
of the Oatakilla in 1797, two yoara before Si- 
mon Cameron's birth, and while Washington 
had just ceased to bo president. Before he 
was ton years old ho was well acquainted in 
the village of Catskill,. and longed to soe more 
of tho world. His opportunity came through 
the kiadneas of Captain Jacobus Bogarclua, 
who commanded the sloop Jefferson, and on 
this sloop Thurlow, at tho ago of ten, was 
taken as a cabin-boy for a voyago to the city 
of Now York. 
To this city ho introduced 


himoolt by tramping up Broad atreot with the 
trunk of ono of tlio sloop's passengers on his 
uhoulders — a position oven more humble than 
that of his printer prototype, Benjamin Frank- 
lin, when ho entered ljhildadolpbia ninety 
years before. 
Now York was then nearly all 


below Grand street, and contained about 75,- 
000 people. Do Witt Clinton had been mayor, 
and was to be mayor again, aud his fertile 
brain was then pondering tho scheme of canal 
navigation that was to make the city, over 
which 1'hiladolphia was then boasting, tho 
metropolis of the western hemisphere, li WHS 
iu this year of Thurlow's trip to New York 
that tho first steamboat, llobert Fulton's "Cler- 
mont," made regular trips to aud from Albany 
at tho then surprising speed ot fivs miles an 
hour.

itself to political managers. The acoptor was 
rapidly passing away from tho Hudson river, 
which had held it from tho earliest times, and 
tho pioneora woro coining iu from tho western 
country, and insisting on having their say.

Some time since we gtivu an article oa 


humbugs. The country is I'ull of advent- 
urers who prey upon two clashes dis- 
tinctively. First, those who believe that 
all newspapers are liars, and second, that 
class who subscribe for the paper that is 
sold for the least money without refer- 
ence to the reading matter it contains. 
Among the most successful swindlers are 
those who take a promissory note, for 
some swindle they have to sell, either 
drawn in such a manner that it may be 
altered or separable, or else under the 
pretense that it will not be presented 
until the article is tested. 
A good au- 


thority says: 


A promissory note is a written agree- 


ment to pay a certain sum of money at 
a certain time. It must be definite and 
unconditional. It is therefore in the na- 
ture of money; being negotiable, and 
where pa3'able to bearer, the property 
in it passes by mere delivery of the paper 
on which it is written. 
It is not subject 


to all the defenses that are good as against 
other contracts, 
For example: It is 


generally good in the hands of an inno- 
cent holder, no matter though the maker 
of it had lost it, or it had been stolen, or 
obtained from him by fraud. This may 
be the case, even though it has been al- 
tered or "raised," as where I give my 
note signed in blank to a person, author- 
ising him to fill in a certain amount as 
S10, and ho fills in a larger amount, as 
8100, and sells it to an innocent pur- 
chaser. I must pay the larger amount, 
for I it was who enabled the fraud to be 
committed; and an old maxim of the law 
holds that where one or two innocent 
persons must suffer from the wrongful 
acts of a third, the loss must be borne by 
the one who enabled such third person 
to occasion it. The justice of this is ob- 
vious, o.nd any sensible man will appre- 
ciate the necessity of protecting, in the 
largest degree, the rights of dona fide 
holders of negotiable instruments, which 
form part of thocurrency of tho coimtiy, 
and if subject to all tho defenses of other 
written contracts, would be deprived of 
their main value. 


Our advice is noyer to give a note 


unless written in ordinary form, and 
you should know perfectly the contents 
thereof. 
Tho great number of frauds 


that have been perpetrated on the farm- 
ers of Western States and Territories by 
patent right men and worthless agricult- 
ural machinery agnnts, should be a 
sunicient excuse for you to have noth- 
ing to do with men, especially in im- 
portant transactions, who cannot satisfy 
your banker, lawyer or merchant that 
they are all right. 


Another fraud is that of conveyance!. 


The following dceision is n case in point: 
Whore a party convoys his property to a 
third party when judgments are out- 
standing against him, and such convey- 
ance is with the intent to defraud his 
creditors, and the fraud is participated 
in by tho purchaser, his title will not be 
protected, even though he paid sullieient 
consideration.

has and always will be dilUuultics. 
A 


careful man will never mortgage his 
home except as a last resort to raise 
money for legitimate purposes. In this 
connection, a peculiar system of mort- 
gaging farms in Switzerland will be in- 
teresting: A farmer may borrow of a 
dozen mon successively, the simple rec- 
ord in an oIKciul book showing their 
order. If he fails to pay, a successor is 
found for him by beginning at the bot- 
tom of the list of debtors, and calling: on 
each in his order to assume all tho debts 
and manage the farm, or step aside and 
lose his claim.—Prairie Farmer.

riveting boilers," was tho reply, and the 
lady looked at it with both hands to her 
ears and with a great deal of interest, 
while fifteen or twenty rivets wero being 
headed and shaped, after which she fol- 
lowed her escort to the comparative 
quiet of the stock yard outside.

The boiler-maker continued: "By the 


use of the steam hammer not much noise 
is avoided, but it is not riccsssary that a 
maa bo placed! inside tho 'shell,' as we 
can handle the anvil and the rivet from 
the outside." 


"I should think that heavy anvil at 


the extreme end of that long arm, or 
'lower blade' as you call it, would cause 
tho blade to break frequently," said the 
lady with some show of pride, confident 
that she had at last made an intelligent 
remark relating to mechanism. 


"That's goou," laughed the mechanic, 


"but it reminds me of something which 
I think you have seen and which will il- 
lustrate to you the reason why a heavy 
anvil is needed. You will perhaps ro- 
member that circus you attended when 
a little girl, where the great big man in 
tights and spangles came into the ring, 
and Ij'ing on his back in the sawdust had 
a huge anvil of 150 pounds weight, per- 
haps, placed upon his breast. Then you 
will recall how you held your breath as 
another great big man lifted a sledge- 
hammer and swung it from the ground-, 
around behind him and over his shoulder, 
and how you and many other ladies 
shuddered and screamed as the sledge 
came down with terrible force on the 
anvil,"

something about a breast-bone of cast 
iron." Not at all. If tho man was able to 
hold the anvil on his breast and draw a 
long breath that was enough; because, 
before the blow of the sledge hammer 
would affect his breathing it must over- 
come the resistance of the anvil's weight. 
So it is with our portable steam hammer. 
The weight of the 100 pound anvil must 
be overcome before the blade can be af- 
fected,

pound Hat-iron on the floor—try to kick 
it four inches along the lloor with your
